President Donald Trump on 
Tuesday congratulated Presi- 
dent Vladimir Putin of Russia on 
his recent re-election victory, 
but failed to ask him about ei- 
ther the fairness of the Russian 
vote, which Putin won with a 
lopsided margin, or about alle- 
gations of Russian meddling in 
the 2016 presidential election. 

Trump also did not raise Rus- 
sia’s apparent role in a nerve 
agent attack on a former Rus- 
sian spy and his daughter on 
British soil - an act that prompt- 
ed the United States to join with 
Britain, France and Germany in 
denouncing the Russian govern- 
ment for violating international 
law.

Jamal walked out of Platte 
County jail Tuesday, so sud- 
denly and quickly that no fam- 
ily was there. He was greeted 
instead by waiting reporters. 

Within a few minutes, at 
about 3:10 p.m., to the clicks of 
many cameras, his family ar- 
rived in the parking lot. 

He grabbed his orange mesh

bag of clothing and an armload 
of books and jogged over to 
them. 

His younger son Fareed was 
the first to run up to him and 
hug him around the waist. 

Daughter Naheen was next. 
And in a moment all five family 
members, including older son 
Taseen and wife Angela Zay- 
naub Chowdhuty, were in a 


singular embrace. 

Jamal’s release came hours 
after it was ordered by a U.S. 
District Court judge in Kansas 
City, pending the outcome of 
his deportation case with Im- 
migration and Customs En- 
forcement. 

The Bangladeshi-born Jamal, 
55, was arrested by ICE in his 
front yard on Jan. 24 for over- 


staying his visa. 

Jamal has been held at the 
Platte County jail, cut off from 
his family except for Sunday 
visits behind glass. He did not 
attend Tuesday’s hearing. The 
government blocked his ap- 
pearance, arguing the federal 
court had no jurisdiction over 
his detention. The government 
lost that argument.

The contempt hearing 
capped two weeks of courtroom 
battles between Kobach and 
the American Civil Liberties 
Union as Robinson weighs 
whether federal law allows 
Kansas to impose the require- 
ment.
